In saying that when crfuntry Is cov- 
ered by forests the water runs off It 
more slowly and regularly than It docs 
after the forest has been removed. 
This is due prlnciiially 10 the fuel that 
the forest stems and proiind cover 
offer a mechanle^il obslruciion lo the 
surface riin-otf, while tlie deep roots 
of the trees keep llie Soil louse, thus 
perniitllng the surface w.atcr to per- 
colate inlo the subsoil. 

In Western Canada, fore.M surveys 
conducted by the Dominion Forestry 
Brunch have furnished conHldcrablc 
evidence of the evil results attcndini; 
forest destrutclon by repeiiiert fires. 
The forester in ehar.ue of a receiil siu- 
vey made of the ywaii Hills in nor- 
thern Alberta states: "Of tlu^ l.TM 
square miles ONamlned only about 
twenty-three per cent, have been pre- 
served from fire diirin.u' the lasi hun- 
dred years, and only iwo hundred and 
fifty square miles could be conslder- 
eil lus bearing a. mature Ki'owtli, No 
one will ever know how many million 
dollars Worth of tlie national wealth 
In virslii foi'esl was liiriied inlo iishes. 
now being washed away, with the best 
of the .soil, by the rapid current of 
the Atliabaska river." This area has 
since been ineliided In the I-,esser 
Slave forest reserve, and, like other 
Oominlon reserves In ihu west, will 
be administered with the double ob- 
ject of provldiiip: timber for the sot- 
tiers' needs ami of re:,'iilatiiii', llie flow 
of Ihe .tfreal rivers of Ceniral Canada 
.so that nuvtgatloii may not be hin- 
dered by llui rillliiN'-up of the river- 
bed with eroileil soil and delirls, and 
«0 that an even flow of \yiitcr may be 
Insured for power-developing plants. 

In the older settled regions .of easl- 
trn C,iii,ida. the relation between 
floods and Indl.icnmiiiaUi doforeslri. 
lloii is oven more clearly evident. Mr. 
W. H. Broithaupl, M. Inst. C.E., says: 
"With deforostailon stream-flow in 
the Onl.irio Peninsula has greatly 
changed. Spring floods are very 
much lilphcr and there are floods on 
heavy rains, while during; the season 
of mlninuim flow many .«-ireains which 
were formerly considerable through- 
out the year practically disappear. 
The discharge of. the Orard Ulver al 
a point above the outlet of the Speed 

now only eighty to a liiindred feet 
per seconil al low waler, and ten lo 
twenty thousand feet per second m 
flood," 

Similar deforested conditions like- 
wise prevail on muny of llie water- 
sheds In linebec and the .M.irlliine 
I'rovlm'es, ami. by eaiisin^; extr.-nirs 
of liUh and low waler, liavi> a iletri- 
mentnl iiiflneiicc on navlKiillon and 
the development of eleetrle power, it 
has frequently been urged that the 
liomlnlon Hoverniiieiit should a^'sisl 
the provinces In the reforestation >>r 
tliesn areas or In their prulecllon from 
forest fires. 

The Commission of Conservation, In 
a receiil report on forest conilllloiis in 
the Trent Klvcr Valley, urgca that on
